Greenbelt Lake, with its en¬ 
circling wooded park, which has 
become, over the 50 years since 
the town began, the centerpiece 
and symbol of the community, 
was in fact built almost at a 
whim. In the 50th-an liversary 
volume, Greenbelt: History of a 
New Town, 1937-1987, writer 
Leta Mach quotes the recollec¬ 
tion of Chester Draper, then re¬ 
gional engineer for the Resettle¬ 
ment Administration in charge 
of construction: “One day we 
were out at the site where the 
disposal plant was to be built 
and I told Tugwell that there 
was a place nearby that could 
easily be turned into an attrac¬ 
tive lake, with just a little rip¬ 
rapping and a small dam. We 
looked at the area and he said, 
‘Go ahead.’ ” 

Rexford Guy Tugwell was the 
idea man in the Roosevelt ad¬ 
ministration “brain trust” who 
introduced to the President the 
idea of the greenbelt towns. The 
historical room at th 3 present 
Greenbelt Library is named for 
him- The disposal plant —* the 
original sewage treatment fa¬ 
cility, where the parking lot is

Council Divided on Speed Humps 
For Northway on a Trial Basis

In the absence of Mayor 
Pro Tern Thomas X. White, 
who was out of town, a split 
council at the regular meet¬ 
ing on February 24 was una¬ 
ble to resolve a recurring is¬ 
sue presented by the Wood¬ 
land Hills Citizens Associa¬ 
tion^—their request for the 
installation of speed humps 
to slow traffic on their resi¬ 
dential street. Instead the 
Northway problem found 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld and 
couneilmember Ed Putens 
opposing speed humps and 
councilmembers Antoinette 
(“Toni”) Bram and Rodney 
Roberts voting in their fa¬ 


vor. The issue was finally 
resolved by eouncdFs agree¬ 
ment to schedule a work ses¬ 
sion after White’s return in 
order to take a more compre¬ 
hensive look at traffic control 
problems throughout the 
city. 

As debate unfolded, council 
also considered a solution rec¬ 
ommended by city manager Dan¬ 
iel G. Hobbs — the hiring of an 
additional police officer assigned 
exclusively to traffic enforce¬ 
ment If council approved, Hobbs 
would add the $50,000 cost for 
such a position into the FY 93 
budget proposal Under this rec¬ 
ommendation, the cost of the 
position — including training, 
uniform, vehicle and salary — 
would be funded from revenues 


to be derived from increased 
fines for parking, violations of 
fire lane regulations and other 
public safety fine adjustments. 

Manager’s Report 
In preparation for the meet¬ 
ing Hobbs had pulled together 
an extensive report incorporat¬ 
ing a response by Police Chief 
James R. Craze, the results of 
two traffic surveys, a September 
1990 report from former city 
manager James K Giese, a re¬ 
port from Public Works Director 
Carl M. Hirsch and excerpts from 
a AAA report All recommended 
against the installation of speed 
humps. 

The reasons for this negative 
response were varied. The city

Tsongas Wins Greenbelt 
With 44% to Clinton’s 26 


Tuesday’s Primary Election in Greenbelt helped bring 
victory in Maryland to Presidential candidate Paul E. Tsong¬ 
as. The percentage of registered voters who came out to 
Greenbelt’s four polling places was higher than expected 
with 51 percent. 


Greenbelt Democrats gave 
Tsongas the highest vote in their 
presidential preference contest 
with 1008 votes or 44 percent. 
Bill Clinton came in second with 
602 votes or 26 percent, followed 
by Jerry Brown — 10 percent, 
Tom Barkin — 9 percent, Bob 
Kerrey — 6 percent, and/ “un¬ 
committed” — 5 percent. 

Tsongas led Clinton by a wide 
margin in all Greenbelt precincts 
except Springhill Lake where 
he scraped by Clinton by only 
two votes. 

In Prince Georges County Clin¬ 
ton was the winner with 41 per¬ 
cent of the vote to Tsongas’ 35 
percent, but Tsongas took the 
state with 41 percent to Clin¬ 
ton’s 34 percent. 

President George H. W. Bush 
garnered 65 percent, 424 votes, 
with challenger Patrick Buchan¬ 
an picking up 35 percent, 227 
votes. Bush did better in the 
State, 70 percent, and county, 
67 percent. 

Top Vote Here 

Only three candidates received 
more than 1000 votes in Green¬ 
belt. Representative Steny Hoy- 
er, this city’s perennial top vote 


getter, did it again with 1949 
votes or 90 percent. Senator 
Barbara Mikulski received 1694 
votes or 85 percent. Tsongas re¬ 
ceived 1008 votes. In the 5th Dis¬ 
trict Hoyer received 84 percent 
and across the state Mikulski 
garnered 77 percent. 

Republican Winners 

Mikulski’s Republican oppon¬ 
ent will be Alan L. Keyes who 
received 1 257 votes or 54 percent 
in Greenbelt. Of the other Re¬ 
publicans vying for a spot on 
the ticket, only one received more 
than 26 votes, Martha Klima re¬ 
ceived 53. Keyes received' 47 per¬ 
cent across the state. 

Republican Lawrence J. Ho¬ 
gan, Jr., will face Democrat 
Hoyer in November. Hogan re¬ 
ceived 314 votes or 59 percent in 
Greenbelt, better than his 48 per¬ 
cent tally in the 5th District. 

Turnout 

Greenbelters trekked to the 
polls in higher numbers, 51 per¬ 
cent, than four years ago in the 
last presidential primary, 48 per¬ 
cent. Top honors go to the Dem¬ 
ocrats in Precinct 6, 65 percent, 
and Precinct 3, 55 percent.

"Creation of the World” Pits 
Good vs. Evil, God vs. Devil

the beginning of “Creation of the World, 1 ” Adam 
faces no question more difficult than whether the name of 
that hopping animal should start with an L or an R. Is it a 
labbit or a rabbit? By the end of the play, Adam and Eve 
have faced the hardest questions: What is good and what 
is evil? Why is a man built differently than a woman? 
What shall we tell the children? If God loves us, why must 
the sons of Man die? 


The Greenbelt Arts Center, in 
its current production of ‘‘Cre¬ 
ation of the World and Other 
Business" by Arthur Miller, uses 
the story of the Garden of Eden 
to explore these questions and 
offer insights into the continu¬ 
ing war between Good and Evil. 

The Performers 

Carlton 0. Ray, as God, por¬ 
trays the Divine Maker not as 
an architect or engineer working 
from a set of blueprints but as 
the perfectly innocent source of 
abundant life. Thus, He didn’t 
plan the leak in the polar ice 
caps, but the big lakes in North 
America that result are good. 
Ray skillfully handles Miller’s 
blend of contemporary English 
and Biblical language. He brings 
majesty and power to King 
James’ phrases, love, humor and 
honesty to Miller’s. 

Jim Wachhaus as Adam and 
Bonita Thompson as Eve, be¬ 
lievably innocent in the early 
scenes in the Garden, become 
more interesting characters as 
they struggle through the shame 
of the Fall and expulsion; are 
bewildered but resilient as they 
survive and multiply in the wil¬ 
derness; and thirst for guidance 
and justice in the face of the 
First Murder. Both Wachhaus 
and Thompson are making their 
Greenbelt Arts Center debut in 
these challenging roles. 

The most remarkable trans¬ 
formation, however, is that of 
Lucifer, played by Norma Ozur. 
Favored confidant of God initial¬ 
ly, Lucifer offers Him an occa¬ 
sional criticism that is a wel¬ 
come spice in the insipid angelic 
chorus. Her convoluted reason¬ 
ing for disobeying His direct 
command, in the matter of the 
apple, has a seductive plausi¬ 
bility. Eve falls for it; perhaps 
Lucifer has deluded herself as 
well. By gradual stages, how¬ 
ever, Ozur embodies the evil core 
of Lucifer’s nature, and the eter¬ 
nal enmity between God and 
Devil—Good and Evil—is made 
clear. 

Woody Irvin as Cain and Dar- 
ian Presgraves as Abel offer a 
portrait of sibling rivalry fa¬ 
miliar to any parent. Irvin 
achieves the difficult feat of 
making Cain, the Prime Mur¬ 
derer, the more sympathetic 
character of the two and of cre¬ 
ating suspense in what is a fore¬ 
gone conclusion. Presgraves’s 
Abel is an annoying innocent 
who, while intending no evil, 
inspires it.

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LAKE PARK PLAN

its most popular park has been 
showing acute signs of wear. 
As Celia Wilson, Greenbelt’s Di¬ 
rector of Planning and Develop¬ 
ment, has noted in a recent 
memo: “Paths have been worn 
through grass areas. . . . Points 
along the lake shore have erod¬ 
ed. . . . On nice days, empty 
parking spaces cannot be found. 
Trash cans often overflow. . . . 
The ground under picnic tables 
is rockhard and barren. . . •” 

In addition, her report con¬ 
tinues, because the watershed 
area has been impacted by urban 
development, with vast tracts of 
pavement that block assimilation 


of rainwater, stormwater run-off 
has increased, eroding stream 
banks, cutting away ground cov¬ 
er and carrying pollutants and 
sediments to the lake. 

Consultants’ Study 
In order to assess the park’s 
condition and to recommend ways 
to preserve and protect it, the 
city council, in June 1990, au¬ 
thorized Greenhome & O’Mara 
tp prepare a park improvements 
plan. The result of their work 
was presented at the regular 
council meeting on February 24, 
when Linda Ryan and Cleve Sto¬ 
ver of the engineering firm 
showed a colored chart detailing 
their recommendations. They 


also passed out copies of a pol¬ 
icy manual to be used as a guide 
for future years. 

This was the third of a series 
of tentative plans suggested for 
the park. Two previous plans, 
following input from local indi¬ 
viduals and citizen groups such 
as the Lakeside Citizens Asso¬ 
ciation, the Parks and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB) and the 
Advisory Planning Board 
(APB), had been returned for 
modification. 

The new plan, which has been 
reviewed by the city staff, “rep¬ 
resents,” in the words of city 
manager Daniel G. Hobbs, “the 
closest thing to a consensus pro¬ 


posal that has ever been sub¬ 
mitted for review.” 

Primarily preserving the un¬ 
developed ambience of most of 
the area, it nevertheless suggests 
certain changes near the present 
entrance. These include replac¬ 
ing the concession stand with a 
more rustic appearing structure 
in the same location, including 
public restrooms — the whole 
redesigned edifice occupying a 
footprint no larger than the 
present facility; a relocated am¬ 
phitheater to the east against 
the hillside, with a portable 
“shell” backdrop, to reduce its 
visible prominence and obstruc¬ 
tion of the lake view; relocation 
of the recycling center to the 
rear of the Public Works Build¬ 
ing; and changes to the parking 
lot. 

A proposed decorative paver 
walk at the parking lot would 
help to define the park’s en¬ 
trance and provide wheelchair 
access to the park facilities. 
Similar paver surfaces or deck¬ 
ing around the concession stand 
would also protect this heavily 
used area from damaging ero¬ 
sion. 

Subtrail Erosion 

Council member Antoinette 
(“Toni”) Bram raised a question 
concerning what she described as 
a badly eroded subtrail from 
near the intersection of Lastner 
Lane leading to the main lake 
trail. Stover commented that to 
protect severely eroded areas, 
they should be encircled with 
yellow police tape to allow the 
sections to renew themselves. 

But Wilson agreed with Bram 
that the Lastner Lane access 
provided particular problems be¬ 
cause of the large amount of 
pedestrian traffic since so many 
lake users parked on Lastner 
Lane. The access issue had been 
included in a Crescent Road safe¬ 
ty study done earlier, she said. 
An additional problem, Bram 
said, was that on days of heavy 
use, such as the 4th of July, peo¬ 
ple “swarm through the formal 
garden.” Ryan and Stover agreed 
to take a second look at this 
newly identified problem- 
Council Action 

As Mayor Gil Weidenfeld made 
clear at the meeting, on the 
recommendation of the city staff, 
council could approve “the over¬ 
all vision” of the plan and “the 
strategy process” that it sug¬ 
gests. Although a rough cost 
estimate of $455,000 was attach¬ 
ed to the specific changes de¬ 
tailed above, no money is cur- 


ations by the Public Works De¬ 
partment could follow the sug¬ 
gested guidelines. 

On a motion by council member 
Ed Putens, council unanimously 
approved the staff recommenda¬ 
tion to approve the plan as a 
general guide for park mainte¬ 
nance and development. 

Process Questioned 

More time seemed to be taken 
up at the meeting on questions 
concerning the process of the 
Greenhome & O’Mara study and 
the meaning and impact of pub¬ 
lic hearings than with specifics 
of the report itself. Willard 
Larkin, president of the Lakeside 
Association, recalled that a pub¬ 
lic hearing had been held in Oc¬ 
tober 1990 and that the second 
Greenhome & O’Mara study had 
come out in the spring of 1991. 
Since that time PRAB had 
worked assiduously with the pro¬ 
posal, including input from the 
Lakeside Association. “Last Fri¬ 
day,” Larkin said, “the staff 
made their report to council. If 
this is the final draft, why did 
PRAB spend so much time?” he 
asked 

Wilson explained that citizen 
and staff responses had been 
sent to the consultants after each 
of the preliminary studies had 
been reviewed. The studies had 
also been sent to the Lakeside 
Association “as a courtesy,” she 
said. This new report was “the 
culmination” of input from all 
the advisory boards and staff 
updating. 

The report had never been 
formally presented to the com¬ 
munity “until this meeting,” 
Weidenfeld said. 

In preparation for the meet¬ 
ing, Wilson had prepared what 
she called “a matrix,” comparing 
point by point the views of 
PRAB, the Lakeside Association 
and Greenhome & O’Mara. All 
responses had been appended to 
and G & O report for the use 
of council. 

Larkin, however, speaking in 
very complimentary terms of 
the association’s treatment by 
PRAB, whose report incorporat¬ 
ed all the input from the Lake¬ 
side Association, even if not 
wholly endorsing every sugges¬ 
tion, insisted that the association 
did not believe it should have 
“a privileged position” relative 
to other homeowner associations. 
He asked that the Lakeside As¬ 
sociation’s report be removed 
from the council packet. On a 
motion by Weidenfeld, council 
unanimously agreed to do so.

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Flagship Giant Store Will Open 
At Beltway Plaza Shopping Mall

On February 19, Israel Co¬ 
hen, Chairman of Giant 
Food, Inc. signed a lease in 
the offices of County Execu¬ 
tive Parris Glendening for a 
“flagship” food and pharma¬ 
cy store for Prince Georges 
County to be located in the 
mall of the Beltway Plaza 
Shopping Center in Green- 
belt. 

The new store, to be 68,605 
square feet, or about the same 
size as the Greenbelt Safeway 
store, will be located at the 
west end of the mall. The store 
will take the place of the exist¬ 
ing food store (Superfresh), as 
well as the space now occupied 
by some of the smaller stores in 
this original part of the shopping 
center. A large addition will be 
built as well to the rear of the 
existing stores. 

The new store will have its 
main entrance on an extension 
to the existing mall, along which 
more than 30 new stores arc 
planned.

During the recent period of warmer weather, the famil¬ 
iar early morning sounds of robins are being heard again 
in Greenbelt. Many migrate to warmer climates but others 
remain in Maryland year round, flocking together in wooded 
areas for warmth and protection. 


Two or three times a year, a 
group of 15 or 20 people of 
various ages, some in corduroys 
and sturdy shoes, others in 
jeans and sneakers, with binocu¬ 
lars around their necks can be 
seen at Attick Park. These are 
members of the Prince Georges 
Chapter of the Audubon Society, 
and they like to go there be¬ 
cause it is a good birding area* 
The trees and brush along the 
shore line, and the wooded areas 
around the lake provide good 
cover and forage. 

On February 2 a small group 
of birdwatchers took a census 
of birds in Greenbelt- My cen¬ 
sus was Attick Park, and to as¬ 
sist me with the count I recruited 
three friends, Miriam Wolff, 
Lidia Churchville and Barbara 
Havekost None are birdwatchers 
buit they were willing to watch 
for movement and help confirm 
my count. 

The second was a cold but 
sunny morning, a good day for 
birding because the light wa ( ; 
good and there was virtually no 
wind. Birdwatching is difficult 
on windy days because most birds 
will not venture out then. We 
took our census from 7 to 9 
a.m. 

Beginning at the trail entrance 
just pfcst the tennis courts, we 
walked to the lake and slowly 
proceeded along the trail and up 
into the woods. We were for¬ 
tunate in our count of water 
fowl because Lida sdattered 
bread crumbs along the dam 
which brought the mallards and 
Canada geese from all around. 
Nationally the mallard popula¬ 
tion is declining but this does 


not appear to be the case in 
Greenbelt Pairs of mallards 
venturing by themselves away 
from the lake, produce fertile 
eggs. Sometimes we receive calls 
at the city office in the spring 
about a pair of ducks in some¬ 
one's bushes in Boxwood Vil¬ 
lage, waddling along Lakeside 
Drive or around the Baptist 
Church- 

The following is our census of 
Attick Park — the lake and 
wooded! areas around it* mute 
swan, 1; Canada geese, 52; mal¬ 
lards, 98; ring bill gulls, 5; great 
blue heron, 1; crows, 11; mourn¬ 
ing doves, 12; blue jays, 9; 
flickers, 2; red bellied woodpeck¬ 
ers, 3; downy woodpeckers, 2; 
juncos, 9; white breasted nut¬ 
hatches, 2; titmice, 10; chicka¬ 
dees, 6; cardinals, 9; mocking¬ 
birds, 2; house finches, 62; gold¬ 
finches, 4; blue birds, 6; cedar 
waxwings, 8; house sparrows, 6; 
white throated sparrows, 3; 
starlings, 30; walkers, 4; and 
joggers, 2. 

It should be noted that I have 
never seen blue birds or cedar 
waxwings at the park before, 
but they were there to be count¬ 
ed on the second, in two trees 
near the fence by the forebay, 
across from the Peninsula. Fre¬ 
quently there is a kingfisher, 
calling and hovering in the vi¬ 
cinity of the peninsula, but he 
was nowhere to be seen. Perhaps 
the sound of crunching pepper¬ 
mints, or the low whine behind 
me about having left Garrett 
County to escape such cold scared 
him away? (Real birdwatchers 
don't whine, but good friends 
may.)

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Annual Meeting, Woodlands Discussed by GHI Board 


Doomed School 
Holds Dome Dance

The board of directors of Greenibelt Home© Inc. (GHI) 
at the regular Thursday evening meeting on February 27 
added refreshments to the enticements to lure members to 
attend the annual meeting in May. 

In other actions the board accepted and discussed the 
Ad Hoc Woodlands Committee report, which was ordered 
by the board of GHI in response to a motion made at the 
annual meeting in 1991. This motion directed the board to 
study the. pros and cons of granting an environmental 
easement in perpetuity on the 82.5 acres of forest owned 
by GHI near its housing units. The board also discussed 
subleasing problems. 


Annual Meeting 

In January the board, in a 
split decision, voted to move the 
annual membership meeting from 
the Center School gymnasium to 
more plush accommodations in 
the Old Greenbelt Theatre at 
Roosevelt Center. The move was 
made in response to criticism of 
Eunice Coxon and other GHI 
members who found the gymna¬ 
sium hot last year. There were 
complaints about the sound sys¬ 
tem also. 

The theatre is air-conditioned, 
has soft seats, and by an al¬ 
most unanimous vote of the 
board at this meeting, the re¬ 
freshment stand will be open for 
business. The General Manager, 
Ronald Colton, in his Manager’s 
Memorandum stated that the 
GHI staff had obtained two por¬ 
table microphones and will try 
to arrange to have them patched 
into the theatre sound system. 

As usual, the meeting is sched¬ 
uled for the third Wednesday in 
May (May 20). Prizes for at¬ 
tending will be one $100 U.S. 
Bond and two $50 Bonds. As 
plans now stand the board will 
provide a timekeeper but will 
have no parliamentarian at the 
annual meeting. The board is 
considering the rental of a bus 
to help members get to the meet¬ 
ing and to vote the next day. 
Voting will be in the Municipal 
Building. 

Woodlands Report 

The Ad Hoc Woodlands Com¬ 
mittee was appointed by the 
board to prepare a report on 
forest management issues in¬ 
cluding, but not confined to, the 
existing management program 
now in place to manage the 82.5 
acres of forest and a proposed 
environmental easement to pro¬ 
tect this forest from develop¬ 
ment of any kind. 

The existing program is an 
FOMA (Forest Conservation 
Management Agreement) admin¬ 
istered by the Forestry Division 
of the Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources. Under (the 


FOMA, the Forestry Division 
plans and directs the manage¬ 
ment practices of the staff of 
GHI. These practices include the 
thinning of overcrowded stands, 
cutting down diseased and de¬ 
formed trees, patch clearcuts to 
create browse for wildlife and 
add diversity to the stand, and 
a variety of housekeeping chores 
including trail maintenance, ero¬ 
sion control, and fuel reduction 
to prevent forest fires. As long 
as GHI Management follows the 
recommendations of the Forest¬ 
ry Division, taxes owed to the 
State are kept at a low level— 
currently about $330 for the en¬ 
tire 825 acres. The agreement 
runs to 1996, at which time it 
may be dropped and no back 
taxes will be owed. If the agree¬ 
ment were dropped before then, 
close to one-half million dollars 
in back taxes would be owed 
the State. 


The proposed environmental 
easement can run concurrently 
with the existing FOMA. As 
stated in the Committee report 
an easement would foreclose the 
possibility of development for¬ 
ever. The tax advantage to the 
easement is that it offers a 15 
year moratorium on taxes with 
an assessment and taxation as 
agricultural land thereafter. 

The driving force that gener¬ 
ated the petition, signed by 10 
GHI members was dissatisfaction 
with current forest management 
practices and concern abbut fu¬ 
ture use. Clare of the forest has 
largely been left to GHI man¬ 
agement under the direction of 
the State Forestry Division* 

The Committee report pro¬ 
motes the ideal of an “undis¬ 
turbed forest. “Chain saw cut 
stumps” are not part of an at¬ 
tractive forest. “. . . tree cut¬ 
ting in the woodlands should not 
be allowed without knowledge 
and approval of the hoard.” The 
Committee report is favorable 
to maintaining a trail system, 
erosion control, and removal of 
trash and fire hazard materials. 

At the meeting, committee 
member and city horticulturist, 
Bill Phel<an, said the present 
FOMA plan addresses only the 
trees. “All it deals with is opti¬ 
mum timber production.” “In 
other words, growing lumber.” 
“The best we can hope for is 
some damage control.”

Roosevelt at War Bond Rally 


by Kathleen Scott McFarland 

James Giese’s article about Mrs. Roosevelt’s visit to 
Greenbelt 50 years ago in the February 27 issue sent me 
searching through old shoeboxes of memorabilia for my 
program from that defense rally. I was there that night, 
on the stage at Center School, playing the E-flat clarinet in 
the Greenbelt Community Band, I see from the program 
that we started off with “Easy Walker,” a simple march 
out of Utility Band Book No. 1. 

I bad just turned 14 and was 
one of the younger members of 
the original 'band, which had been 
formed “from scratch" in the 
summer of 1940. 

Our first public concerts had 
been only the summer before, at 
the 1941 Town Fair—and here 
we were making our debut in our 
new green-and-white, military 
uniforms, and in front of the 
President's wife! 

We were a bit uncomfortable 
in the new uniforms. My friend 
Pat Brown and I had spent hours 
practicing how to tie the mens’ 
black neckties we had to wear 
with white boys’ shirts- We were 
pleased when we heard that our 
idol, the beautiful high-school 
senior Mary Jean McCarl, had 
been selected to present Mrs- 
Roosevelt a bouquet of roses. The 
First Lady was so touched by 
that gesture that she asked to 
shake hands with all the band 
members. So all 40-some of us 
were hurriedly lined up at the 
back of the stage, and each of 
us in turn got to shake hands 
with that gracious lady. Truly 
a night to remember! 

That concert was the first in 
a long line of performances by 
the band at rallies and patriotic 
programs. By the end of 1942, 
most of the older boys—and even 
our leader Mr. Garrett—had left 
to enter military service. 

The band had been started in 
the summer of 1940, with the 
donation to the town of 50 or 
so musical instruments declared 
surplus by various military 
bands. The young musician and 
educator selected to teach and 
lead the band, Paul T. Garrett, 
was a symphony clarinetist and 
teacher of Latin and English 
in the D.C- schools, the son of 
a Muncie, Indiana, bandmaster. 

His first job was to screen 
the children aged 12 to 17 who 
had applied to join the band by 
giving them a simple test to 
make sure they had a good mu¬ 
sical “ear," and then to match 
the donated instruments to the 
prospective musicians. The older 
boys generally got the larger 
instruments; for instance* the

baritone horn was played by 
Emmett (Zip) Nanna, later our 
city solicitor; the oboe (consid¬ 
ered a difficult instrument to 
master) was assigned to the in¬ 
tellectual Werner Steinle. I got 
the E-flat clarinet, a small, one- 
of-a-kind instrument most bands 
nowadays manage to do without, 
because my hands were the 
smallest of the group selected 
to learn the clarinet. 

Mr. Garrett taught each of us, 
from tuba to piccolo, how to pro¬ 
duce a tone and finger our in-: 
struments. At our Friday night 
practice sessions, he kept strict 
discipline and demanded silence 
as he worked with each section 
in turn, starting us out with 
simple chords and hymns he had 
written out by hand on music 
paper 

We performed in public for 
the first time at the Town Fair 
in the summer of 1941, and that 
fall played several “sacred con¬ 
certs" at local churches- The de¬ 
fense rally in February 1942 was 
our first concert to play real 
band music like marches, an 
overture, and the national an¬ 
them. And it was our debut in 
our new green-and-white uni¬ 
forms purchased for us by var¬ 
ious civic organizations. 


How She Was Invited 

by James Giese 

“She was such a gracious lady, 
I never felt that she was homely 
as others thought. She had such 
a gentle face." These are some 
of Lucille (Mrs. Carson) Howell's 
remembrances of Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt told to this reporter. Mrs. 
Howell, who lives on Lakeview 
Circle is one of the first residents 
of Greenbelt, moving to 1-K Gar¬ 
denway in 1938 where she and her 
late husband laved as neighbors 
with former Mayors Henry 
Maurer and George Bauer and 
hirst City Manager and Hous¬ 
ing Manager Roy Braden. 

Carson Howell had a role in 
getting Mrs. Roosevelt to the War 
Bond Rally held in Greenbelt 50 
years ago on February 21 1942. 
He worked in Mrs. Roosevelt's 
office then opening mail. Men 
were assigned this task because 
Mrs. Roosevelt received, on occa¬ 
sion, obscene or obnoxious mail. 

Roy Braden knowing of Car 
son’s job, asked him on the“q.t.” 
if he could see that Mrs. Roose¬ 
velt personally got the city’s invi¬ 
tation to the war bond rally, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Howell. He 
agreed and took the invitation to 
Mrs. Roosevelt's secretary and 
requested that the First Lady see 
the invitation, which was done. 
Mrs. Roosevelt did see the invi¬ 
tation and did accept. 

Next Braden asked Howell to 
find out if Mrs. Roosevelt wished 
to be met somewhere and given 
an official escort to the Rally. 
He relayed this question to the 
First Lady’s office and was given 
Mrs, Roosevelt’s response. “In¬ 
deed not. I come on my own and 
I leave on my own." 

Mrs. Howell remembers well 
the Rally and Mrs. Roosevelt. 
“There were a lost of people there. 
Mrs. Roosevelt came with just a 
chauffeur. At least she didn't drive 
iby herself, as she often did. She 
came very well dressed and wore 
a white ermine with a fox collar. 
We all felt that she thought, that 
it was a very important occasion 
that she had come to, because 
she had worn her best." 

Mrs. Howell recollects that she 
stayed more than an hour, “She 
spoke to the people there and 
urged them to buy bonds. How 
wonderful we felt that she would 
come and condescend to talk to 
us." After listening to the other 
speakers, she lingered to have her 
picture taken, “However, once she 
was ready to go, off she went, 
•She walked very fast," 

Mrs. Howell has other recollec¬ 
tions of Mrs. Roosevelt and her 
husband's many years at the 
White House where he eventually 
became head of the Personnel, 
Purchasing and Equipment Office. 
We hope that these recollections 
may be part of another article 
at a later 1 date.

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SPEED HUMPS DIVIDE COUNCIL 


(Continued from ipage lone) 
has conducted two different 
traffic surveys of Northway. The 
first, on September 7, 1989, be¬ 
tween 8:30 and 9:30 a.m. and 
between 7 and 8 p.m., showed the 
average speeds as 32 and 31 
miles per hour respectively. The 
posted speed is 25 mph. 

In the October 1991 survey, 
the average speed was 25 38 mph 
(27.51 on a Sunday afternoon, 
24.39 during a weekday morning, 
25.35 on a later weekday after¬ 
noon and 24.28 on a weekday 
evening). As a result of this 
latter survey, Hobbs concluded 
that “relative to many areas, 
both commercial and residential, 
within the city, the speeds are 
comparatively close to compli¬ 
ance.” 

Referring to the same survey, 
Cpl. Thomas R. Kemp, who con¬ 
ducted it, commented in a memo 
to Chief Craze, that “it was 
interesting to note that a few 
of the vehicles that exceeded the 
posted speed limit . . . turned 
into driveways of homes on 
Northway.” The fastest speed— 
41 mph—was attributed to a 
Ridge Road resident Of a total 
of 158 vehicles clocked, only 18 
traveled over 30 mph, Kemp's re¬ 
port concluded. 

Nevertheless, Kemp agreed 
that conditions on the road are 
dangerous, primarily because of 
its physical characteristics — its 
curbing, hill-type terrain, on¬ 
street parking, lack of sidewalks 
and blocked visibility because of 
foliage close to the roadway. 
Pedestrians and children playing 
also used the street right-of- 
way throughout the day. 

In lieu of installation of a side¬ 
walk, which Northway residents 
primarily oppose, Kemp recom¬ 


mended “a focused, targeted, 
traffic enforcement detail ... on 
a periodic basis.” 

Takoma Park Experience 

One nearby jurisdiction in 
which speed humps have been 
used extensively is Takoma Park, 
whose police chief, Tony Davis, 
reported that after the first 
street received such speed deter¬ 
rents, residents of other streets, 
into which traffic was then di¬ 
verted, requested similar solu¬ 
tions. Soon speed humps “were 
everywhere,” Craze quoted Davis 
as saying. 

Also a number of negative side 
effects became apparent. Dam¬ 
age to police cruisers was exten¬ 
sive, emergency response times 
were slowed down, and city snow 
plows, though themselves undam¬ 
aged, tended to tear out the 
humps. 

Speed humps are also traffic 
hazards—deliberately so placed; 
sometimes indeed they have 
caused accidents. Although not 
recognized as a Maryland Uni¬ 
form Traffic Control Device, they 
are not, however, prohibited, 
leaving ambiguous the issue of 
legal liability for a jurisdiction 
which might utilize them. 

Council Responses 

Both Bram and Roberts took 
umbrage at Greenbelt's being 
compajred to Takoma Park. “We 
have never followed Takoma 
Park in any practices,” Bram 
said. 

Roberts was more incensed at 
language he attributed to Hobbs, 
suggesting that the problem of 
Northway traffic was one that 
its residents “perceived.” “I re¬ 
sent the city manager describ¬ 
ing it as a perceived problem,” 
Roberts said. He then went on to 
enter a motion that speed humps 


be installed for an experimental 
time — perhaps 18 months or 12 
months. The motion was sec¬ 
onded by Bram. 

Weidenfeld commented that he 
could find no language in Hobbs' 
report that described the prob¬ 
lem as “perceived” (In fact 
the suggestion probably occurred 
in a written report from Hirsch 
to the city manager, in which 
Hirsch commented that “exces¬ 
sive speed does not seem to be 
the problem — only the percep¬ 
tion of excessive speed.”) In re¬ 
sponse Roberts apologized to the 
city manager for his charge of 
a “non-existent inference.” 

Hobbs confirmed that there 
was a problem, “We would not 
have recommended another solu¬ 
tion,” he said, “except that there 
is a downside” to speed humps. 

Putens was concerned about 
setting a precedent, since other 
streets in the city were also hav¬ 
ing traffic control problems. He 
named Matthew Place in Green- 
belt East and referred to other 
places in Windsor Green, Box¬

wood and Lakeside. “If we do it, 
we should do it everywhere,” 
Putens said. Calling for a work 
session, he commented that he 
did not know whether the ealled- 
for experiment was a good one.

Speaking for the Woodland 
Hills Association, its president, 
Mark Davis, queried whether 
other associations had asked for 
speed humps. He described 
Northway as a “main connector” 
between the north end and Cres¬ 
cent. The other main connectors, 
Lastner Lane and Greenhill 
Road, had stop signs, he pointed 
out. “As a trial, why not speed 
humps?” he asked. 

Werner Neupert agreed. He 
urged serious consideration of 
the proposal. “Tt should be tried 
in one place,” he said, “and see 
how citizens respond. 


erts' motion then on the floor, it 
lost for the lack of a majority. 

In the meantime, Weidenfeld 
urged the city manager to ask 
the police “to be more aggressive 
in traffic control.” He suggested 
more patrols “at intermittant 
times.” 

Hobbs agreed that he would 
request that ‘“no latitude” be 
given by the police. “Anyone 
driving on Northway should be¬ 
ware of speeding.” 

Turning to this reporter, Weid¬ 
enfeld urged the News Review 
to make it clear to drivers that 
“if you speed on Northway, 
you'll get a ticket.” 


Ted Kowlauk, a Greenbelt resi¬ 
dent who is a planning intern in 
Takoma Park, disagreed. He de¬ 
scribed with some passion the 
damage to their police cars, 
which required “constant front 
end repairs.” People take alter¬ 
nate routes, he pointed out, in¬ 
creasing congestion on other 
streets. Drivers also try to make 
up for lost time by speeding 
between humps. He noted that 
because the humps cannot be 
carried out into the drains be¬ 
side the curbs, drivers tend to 
swerve to the edge so that only 
two wheels instead of four go 
over the humps. 

When Sheldon Goldberg ques¬ 
tioned whether a stop sign would 
be possible on Northway, Davis 
replied that at one time such a 
sign had been authorized at the 
three-way intersection of North¬ 
way with Woodland Way. The 
plan had to be discontinued, he 
noted, because of the configura¬ 
tion of the intersection and a 
cut-out at the T where people 
park. 

Roberts suggested that placing 
a police cruiser on Northway 
with a dummy inside might be 
as effective as other solutions 
proposed. He objected to the 
cost of hiring an additional offi¬ 
cer. Ken Brisco inquired about 
the use of rumble strips, such as 
are used as warnings before toll 
booth installations. 

Work Session Proposal 

Weidenfeld reiterated his be¬ 
lief that a work session was 
called for in order to develop a 
“unified proposal” for the city 
as a whole. Putens concurred 
that he would like “a serious 
work session.” When he moved 
to defer a vote on Roberts* mo¬ 
tion, however, both Bram and 
Roberts voted no. With the Rob¬
